IMPROVED RADIO 


Writing in the “China Mail” 
yesterday, a correspondent 
described a scheme thought up 
some months ago to broadcast 
discussions on Aslatic affairs 
and culture by Britons, 
Chinese and persons of sever- 
al other nationalities. The 
scheme fell through at the 
time because of the expected 
departure from the Colony of 
the tentatively selected 
speakers, and also because of 
the very slight encourage- 
ment received from some 
sources, : 

The sponsors now hope to 
revive the plan, however, and 
ask for suggestions and com- 
ment, It is pointed out that 
many people would welcome 
a change from the war news 
which is. almost our only 
Asiatic radio fare, and that 
there are now in Hong Kong 
many individuals who have 
devoted their life to a study 
of Eastern life and thoyght, 
and could command large 
audiences in any Western 
city. : 

There can be no question 
but thal a programme on such 
lines, poner given ‘weekly, 
could be most attractive not 
only to English - speaking 
Chinese but also to 
Wosterners, many of whom 
live in close proximity to the 
life of the Far East without 
knowing much about it. 

“It is. claimed that “the 
English programmes of Radio 
Hong Kong are almost com- 
pletely devoid of any of the 
features which would indicate 
that our surroundings are in 
any way different from those 
of Margate or Blackpool.” 
Although from time to time 
local items are put on the air, 
this’ is fair criticism, Ad- 
mittedly the Colony is far 
from overflowing with radio 
talent, but experts in many 
fields of local interest are here 
in plenty. It would be. 
worth-while, for instance, to 
have all such measures as 
the Registration Ordinance 
expleinet in simple terms in 
a broadcast; without infring- 
ing security limits, police 
chiefs could describe the 
workings of their highly 
efficient organisations; talks 


ould be eagerly listened to |P 


about weather trends and 
typhoons in particular; mili- 
tary spokesmen could 
dramatise, the life of the 
serviceman; there could be 
colourful commentaries on 
Chinese festivals and celebra- 
tions; prominent merchants 
and shipping representatives 
might discuss our all-im- 
portant trade, and: so on.

Using their Janguage cuts both 
ways too—they get to know you.

English is in Demand 
The old wives’ tale that English 
people cannot speak foreign lan- 
guages must be killod once and 
for all, We must start in .our 
achools to tench children to spcak 
Spantuh, French and German, 

The English language ls in very 
great demand -in Argentina, Last 
yenr -I made a tour of muny 
Argentine universities, secondary 
schools and institutes where 
English Is tought. Everybody 
wants to learn to spenk it. 

L have sometimes had dliMcully 
in persuading Argentine people 
that there are other cities in 
England besides London. These 
same people who think that Lon- 
don is all Engiand seem lo think 
that Argentina is only Buenos 
Aires. 

It is true that a good percens 
tage of Argentine people live in 
Buenos Aires. It has a popula~ 
tlon of three millions, It is true 
that nlmost all the wealth of the 
country is concentrated In that 
city. It is luxurious, prosperous 
and modern. 


Ten-Mile-Long Street 


The visitor must not fail to 
see Buenos Aires. A city full of 
contrasts, it has the longest and 
narrowest, streets (one is 10 miles 
Jong) and the broadest avenues 
of any city In the ‘world, 

Florida Street, aiong which all 
Buenos Aires scems to promenade 
nt night time, is the show piece. 
Jt outrivals Bond Street, 
Fifth Avenue, in the price and 
elegance of the good things which 
All {ts floodlit shop windows. 
Flashing neon lights of every 
design and colour dazzle you at 
all points along Its great white 
way—Corrlentes Street. 

No city !s so brilliantly and so 
ingeniously lit, People sit out In 
the street to take their morning 
coffee and evening drink. Here 
you would be reminded of gay 
Paris although you might not 
think the people quite so gay, 

The historical buildings 
many of the private houses are 
Spanish in style. The docks, rail- 
way statlons—and red pillar 
boxes—remind you of London. 
Buenos Aires !s New York, Mad~ 
tid, Paris and London all rolled 
into one. 

Enjoyed ‘Every 
Moment 

If, however, you wanted to sce 
the real Argentina and meet 
charneteristically Argentinian 
people, you would have to get 
out of cosmopolitan Buenos Aires 
and travel the spacidus Pampas, 
the green fertile plains of Santa 
Fe where herds of cattle roam 
and graze, the parched scrub 
Jand of Santlago, the sicrras and 
the mountainous North.

clique’. 


A-careful check of a large 
nelghbourhood disclosed that the 
leaflets had been slipped under 
doors and passed into a Jarge 
number of mail boxes between 
midnight and 7 a.m. 


At least two types of propagan- 
da were passed out—a_ tablold- 
sized poster bearing a reprint of 
an article urging revolt and a 
copy of a_leafict calied “For 
Soclalistle Yugoslavia’, published 
by Yugoslav refugees in Moscow. 


Dozens of shopkeepers and 
houscholders found the papers 
when they began their day and 
immediately notified the security 
forces headed by the_ Interior 
Minister, Alexander Rankovic. 
The pamphicts denounced Ran- 
Kove as n "bloody Gestapo Fas- 
cist.” 4 


Militiamen went quickly into 
action. By Baim. they could be 
seen in the streets, reaching be- 
hind the grilled doors of shops 
which had not yet been opened to 
fish out coples, 


A spot check of the neighbour- 
hood indicated that undergound 
agents had reached homes and 
shops In a six-block area.

BEVIN-ACHESON 


AGREEMENT. ON | 


JAPAN TREATY 


- Washington, September 14, 
The Secretary of State, Mr. Dean Acheson, said to- 
day that he and the British Foreign Secretary, 
Mr. Ernest Bevin, are agreed on tho urgency 
for a Japaneso peace treaty. . ; 
They are going over the whole problem to see what 
new approach to holding a conference can be 


made: ° 


Mr. Bevin and Mr, Acheson, | 


who held a three-hour mecting 
on Far Eastern and Middle East- 
ern policies yesterday, will meet 
again today to discuss European 
affairs. : : ‘ 

Mr. Acheson said the day’s 
session would principally concern 
questions of the Continent, par- 
tleularly Germany and Austria. 
The objective again would be to 
nnalyse the situation and = sce 
what is evolving there. He .point- 
ed out that the French Forcign 
Minister, M. Robert Schuman, Is 
expected here Inte today or to- 
morrow and that, when he joins 
the Bevin-Acheson tolks, he 
will undoubtly be interested in 
these continental matters. 

While he and Mr. Bevin had 
generally completed thelr discus- 
sions on the Far East and Middle 
East for the time being, Mr. 
Acheson said, he expected they 
would go over some of the points 
with M, Schuman. 

Commenting on the possibility 
of holding a Japanese peace con- 
ference, Mr. Acheson pointed 
out that the United States two 
years ago tried to secure ngree- 
ment’ among the 11 nations of 
the Far Eastern Commission on 
proper procedure for holding the 
conference. He and Mr. Bevin 
agreed on the urgent necessity 
of concluding the Japanese peace 
trenty, he said, and added that 
when the United States proposed 
n preliminary conference Russia 
plocken It by demanding the 
veto. 


Now Approach 


The Secretary sald the United 
States would go over the 
whole matter In an effort to 
evolve a new approach, 

Mr. Acheson did not reply 
directly when asked concerning 
the possibility of a Japanese 
trenty without Russian participa- 
tion. He said the great objective 
was to bring everybody concern. 
ed into the treaty. He added that 
it was. still uncertain how that 
objective ts to b achieved, but 
he said the United States had not 
yet figured out what 0 do if 
this objective could ~ not be 
achieved, 

Mr. Acheson announced that 
he planned to go to New York 
for the United Nations: General 
Assembly after the North At- 
Inntic Pact Council meeting here 
on Saturday. He expects the 
Council meeting to.end on Satur- 
day or at least on Sunday. He 
will then take a 10 day rest, 
returning to the Assembly later, 

He added that he will probably 
address the Assembly. 

British sources said Mr. Bevin 
fully understand — the United 
States’ ‘dilemma, whether to let 
General MacArthur’s occupation 
regime, with its prestige, con- 
tinue in Japan or whether to go 


ahead’ with the peace treaty. Mr. ; 


Bevin thinks what must be con- 
sidered is the extent to which 
Soviet Russian by propaganda can 
stir up the Japanese masses 
against continued occupation if 
they lack a peace treaty.

The subsequent selzure 
of power by the Communists in 
Manchuria had a most serious 
effect on the whole situation in 
China Proper, 

“America’s policy for the past 
few years of advocating cu-opera- 
tion between the Government and 
the Communists is another fin- 
portant cause contributing to the 
present stnte of affnirs, While 
the National Government was 
busily occupied with the creation 
of a coalition government and 
faithfully observipg ithe truce 
agreement, the Communists took 
unfuir ndvantage to violate the 
cease fire order and carried on a 
ruthless policy of armed aggres- 
sion and territorial expansion. 


U.S. Embargo

“The Chinese people are cer- 
tainly grateful for the large 
amount of material ald recelved 
Sonne ane after the war. A con- 
siderable _portion congisted, of 
UNRRA supplies, whee ‘CNRRA 
handled without neglecting the 
Communlst-controlled areas. It is 
true that the war surplus sup- 

Hes were sold to China at a very 
ow figure, but surprisingly enough 
most of this surplus had deteri- 
orated owing to the tropical 
climate, while the kind of war 
equipment that is really suitable 
for use In the county did not 
nmount to more than $100,000,000 
as pointed out. by Senator Know- 
land. As far as the 1948 Aid to 
Ghina Act ts concerned, US$50,- 
000,000 ts still held up, thus set- 
ting a precedent for assistance on 
paper. . 

“China was already weakened 
at the end of the Second World 
War after having resisted Japan- 
csc aggression for eight long 
years, four of which were fought 
single-handedly, China had al- 
ready made a heavy sacrifice of 
human lives and property for 
Democracy’s causo; and the Com- 
munist rebellion ogainst the Chi- 
nese Government brought further 
devastation, reduction of produc- 
tion and inflation, This is enough 
to weaken any country, and there 
{s ttle wonder that Government 
efficiency and the morale of the 
troops should be affected. , 

Determined To Resist 

“We legislators’ who were 
elected by our constituents in’ the 
proper democratic manner last 
year, have been doing our best 
since the first session to institute 
internal reforms by legislative 
means and to boost the morale of 
our troops at the front. Today 
the present Government's. deter- 
mination to fight Communism to 
the bitter end is receiving the full 
support. of the Chinese people. 
The fact that thousands risk 
thelr. lives every day’ in order to 
escape ftom.Communist territory 
after having oxperlenced 
terrorism speaks for Stself. 

“We disagree with the United 
States Stato Department's insist- 
ence that the National Govern- 
ment is a government which -has 
lost the confidence of its own 
troops and its own people. This 
game Government still controls 
1,000,000 aquare miles of territory, 
has 200,000,000 people under its 
jurisdictlon, commanda 2,000,000 
regular. troops: in: the army,: and 
the navy and alr force personnel, 
besides countless guerillas opernt- 
ing behind the Red iines.. Far 
from being a regime without faith 
in. itself ‘or. that Nationalist 


“We are really fighting a van- 
guard battle for the whole 
world’s anti-Communtest nations 
to preserve Oemocracy from the 
Red scourge. For It must be 
realised that untess China tn 
made safe, Asla can never be 
made eafe. : 


‘Dofeatist Policy 


“During the present world crisis 
the United States Government still 
adheres to Its announced policy of 
abandoning China, discounting 
Chinn's fighting strength, and 
holding out the pious hope that 
liberal antl-Communist elements 
will some day ‘re-nssert them- 
selves’ and overthrow the. Com- 
munists. America’s defcatist 
policy goes far beyond Communist 
expectations becnuse it has the 
effect of discouraging China from 
mobilising her total ant!-Commu- 
nist strength and rather encour- 
ages dissension. 

“We take this opportunity to 
point out that certain clements 
who called themselves liberals at 
one time have come out openly in 
their true coloura as tools of the 
Communists, who supported and 
Rave them” orders from the 
very start. On the other hand, 
those who are upholding the 
Chinese Constitution; which Is the 
foundatlon upon which the Na- 
tional Government Is built, are 
really the ones who are democra- 
tle in thought and are advancing 
Democracy’s cause, 

“Secretary of State Acheson 
thinks the prevention of the whole 
of Asia from being overrun by the 
Reds fs a simple matter of draw- 
ing a circle around the Chinese 
Communists, allowing them a free 
hand os long as they remain with- 
in Ching, but warning them not 
to enter the territory of any of 
China's neighbours, ‘Mr, Acheson 
himself announces that the Chi- 
nese Communists have internaoe 
tional aMliations and are subser- 
vient to'Sovict Russia, and it 
would certainly be ‘wishful think- 
ing’ to expect the Communlsts to 
observe a limitation of geographle 
boundaries or to refrain from 
overthrowing legitimate govern- 
ments by force, Also it is com- 
mon knowledge that the current 
Communist uprising in South East 
Asia may be traced to the - in- 
fluence of the ‘Chincse Commu- 
nists. If the whole of-China, with 
its huge population and tremen- 
dous resources, is subjugated, then 
the Red domination of South East 
Asta and India will only be o 
matter of time, : 


The Only Way’ 


“In that unfertunate eaven- 
tuality, one-half of the earth's 
surface and three-fifths of the 

. world’s population would fail 
behind the iron Curtain. Who 
can ensure a definite yiotory 
thon, oven If a large supply of 
atomlo bombs Is avaliable? 

“If America is really determined 
to maintain world peace ond 
order,’ It’ would ' be ‘necessary’ to 
mobillse the anti-Communist 
forces all over the world to form 
a strong anti-Communist front. 
To preserve Asia there {s no other 
way except for the United States 
Government to reverse Its policy 
of abandoning the present Chinese 
Government. It is not too late to 
support China in its determined 
resistance against Communist ag- 
gression, Such an expression of 
goodwill when the Chinese Gov- 
ernment is faced with so many 
difficulties, will carn the lasting 
gratitude of the Chinese people 
and will further implement the 
historic friendship between the 
United States and China, 

“We are of the opinion that 
Asia should be given the samo 
treatment os’ Europe, We are in 
favour of the formatlon-ef a Paci- 
fle Alliance, with China’s active 
participation.

The United States Senate today 
approved the erection of # memo- 
rlal in Washington to the Indian 
lender, Mahatma Gandhi. 

The Senate passed, without ob- 
jection, the Mahatma Gandhi 
Memorial BUI to erect a memorial 
within five yeurs without expense 
to the United States Government, 

The Bill had already been up- 
proved by the House of Represen- 
tatives and now only requires 
President. Truman's signature to 
become law. It gives authority to 
the India League of America or 
any other group organised for the 
purpose to erect a memorial and 
provide the funds necessary for 
its construction and maintenance. 

The Secretary of State, Mr. 
Dean Acheson, wrote last June to 
a joint Senate-House Committee 
considering the Bill, expressing 
his approval. 

The memorial wili take the 
form of a building containing the 
works of Mahatma Gandhi and 
exhibits of Indian culture—Reu-

Back in Athens after a sum-~ 
mer in North East Greece with 
the campaigning Greek Army, 
General van Fleet in an inter- 
view cited the success of the 
Army in clearing the guerillas 
from thelr strongholds in Gram- 
mes and Vitsi, along the Albanian 
and Yugoslav borders, but he 
cautioned: “There are many 
tmall bands of guerillas who 
remain in arcas of Central Greece 
and other parts. There are also 
nll those who escaped to Albania 
and Bulgaria. Those within 
Greece must be tracked down. 
Those outside the country await 
t solution.” 

“The Communists in Greece 
have suffered a disaster,” suid 
General van Fleet. “They lost 
their cause completely. As things 
stand now, they really have no 
reason whatsoever to continue. 
The Greek Communists now face 
the decision of quitting once and 
for ‘all or coming back for what 
they know is a losing battle." 

The task of the American 
military mission jn Greece re- 
mains the same, according to 
General van Fleet, despite the 
general improvement in the 
military situation. 

“The present and immediate 
future af the Greek ‘situation 
requires continuation of the 
American military mission,” he 
sald, “We shall still train the 
Greck Army in fleld tactics and 
infantry problems and we shall 
continue to instruct in the main- 
tenance of equipment and mat- 
erlal."—-United Press.
